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BOARD TURNS DOWN PETITION 


City Clerk Advises Board 
That the Petition Does Not 
Conform With Requirements 


WILL MEET IN SAN 


BRUNt/sEPT. i« Committee Talks | 
City Improvement 


"We have- here a petition signed by 
numerous citizens of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, in fact, signed with 406 names," I 
read City Clerk Dan McSweeney 
promptly at 8 o'clock on Tuesday 
night, immediately after the routine j 
business of the regular semi-monthly 
meeting of the hoard of trustees had [ 
been transacted. 

The city clerk then proceeded to 
read the recall petition, demanding a 1 
recall election against Trustees Me- j 
Caffrey, Blank and Mayor McNeills on 
specific grounds set forth in the pe¬ 
tition. 

"We also tiave here a counter pe- 
tition," declared the city clerk, inter- i 
ruptlng Attorney Coleberd, who ap- j 
poured in behalf of the signers of the i 
petition amt had requested to he j 
heard on the original petition. 

"This counter petition Is signed tiy I 
some 137 citizens requesting their 
names to be stricken from the other | 
petition." continued the city clerk. "In j 
addition to this I find that there are | 
42 signers of the recall petition who 
are disqualified owing to the fact that I 
they ure designated in a precinct in 
which they do not reside and others 
who have not been registered thirty I 
days prior to signing the petition. 

"There are 175 disqualified alto¬ 
gether and I find that the recall pe ! 
tition Ih not in order, as required by' 
law, and 1 have hereby certified to j 
that effect," concluded the city clerk 

Attorney Coleberd at tills point 
asked the city clerk whether there 
were still sufficient qualified signers 
on the recall petition if the counter 
petition were not taken into consid¬ 
eration. 

"I find that the recall petition is 
riot In the proper form as required 
by law," repealed the city clerk. 

Attorney Coleberd (addressing the 
boardl: "Centlemen, 1 would ask that 
you gentlemen pass a resolution catl¬ 
ing for a recall election. If you de¬ 
cide not to, I suggest tiiat you have 
that fact entered upon the minutes." 

City Attorney Davis: “I object to 
this It is not up to this board of j 
trustees. It Is entirely up to the city 1

Attorney Coleberd: "I contend that 
there Is no such thing as a counter 
petition that can be recognized under 
the law.” 

City Clerk: "I beg to differ with 
you. A man can demand that his 
name be taken from a petition If he 
claims that it was upon misrepre- 
sen tat ion that he signed It. Many 
signed this petition thinking it was 
for the purpose of keeping my friend, 1 
Louis liellonl, In office. The supreme 
court has ruled that a man can de¬ 
mand that his name be taken off any 
petition he signed." 

Mayor McNeills: “We will proceed 
with the other business." 

Dave Katto: "I want to enter aj 
protest at the manner in which many | 
of these names were secured. I am J 
here to state—" 

At tills point Mayor McNeills ruled j 
Mr. Itatto entirely out of order and 
instructed the city clerk to proceed 1 
with the reading of the bills and ac- ' 
counts. 

Mr. Ratio insisted that he be a! 
lowed to speak, but the chairman of 
the board was equally insistent that J 
he be riot heard. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a 
general rush was made around the | 
city clerk's table and heated words 
flew thick and fast, with the lie being 
passed freely. Finally the crowd, 
numbering about a hundred, assent 
bled outside the city hall and as the 
clerk proceeded towards his machine 
they again gathered around him, hut 
aside from jeers no further demon¬ 
stration was recorded. 

The city clerk stood ills ground and 
Insisted that he had acted according 
to the law provided in such cases and 
that he had no apology to make to 
anyone. 

Despite rumors which were very 
pronounced during the afternoon to the 
effect that the hoard would dismlsH 
Chief Mellon! and probably the entire 
police force, there was no mention of 
the police department during the 
course of the session of the board on 
Tuesday night. 

There was nothing under the order 
of "public discussion" on Tuesday 
night.

In the big Diamond Jubilee parade 
in San Francisco on Wednesday, in 
Class No. 3 (floats presented by munici¬ 
palities of California) San Mateo won 
first prize with the float “San Mateo 
of the future." San Carlos captured 
second prize with the float “Discov¬ 
ery of San Francisco Bay." 


The executive committee of the citi¬ 
zens' committee of one hundred ap¬ 
pointed to investigate and bring in 
recommendations relative to proposed 
civic Improvements in South San 
Francisco, for which, in all proba¬ 
bility a bond election will be called 
in the near future, met in the city hall 
on Friday evening last with the fol- 
Ilwing in attendance: Mrs. E. P. 
Kauffmann, A. J. Esehelbach, H. F. 
McNeills, H. McCaffrey, E. L. Norberg, 
J. F. Daivs, Walter A. Hoss, Fred 
Armstrong and Miss E. Young. 

Owing to the unavoidable absence 
of Chairman I*. R. Thompson, Mr. John 
Davis presided at the meeting. 

Mr. Norberg presented plans, esti¬ 
mates and costs for the proposed fire¬ 
house, which called for a reinforced 
concrete structure 40x76, two stories 
and mezzanine, with all the necessary 1 
provisions for fire equipment, dormi¬ 
tory and meeting hall. The cost, com¬ 
plete with fixtures and architect's 
fees was given as $40,000. 

At the request of the committee, 
Mr. Norberg also submitted an esti¬ 
mate of cost on an auditorium for the 
civic center to accommodate 3,000 per¬ 
sons. His estimate for such a struc¬ 
ture was $250,000. 

Mr. Walter Hoff and Fred Hammer- [ 
strong of the West Coast Nursery pre-1 
sented plans and specifications of lm- ■ 
provement of the civic center and the 
three city parks complete, together 
with suggestions as to the amount of 
initial work to undertake to start the 
improvements on the three park sites 
recently acquired. 

A letter was read from Mr. Truax 
submitting the estimated costs of re-j 
qulrements of the South San Fran-| 
cisco fire department, as outlined by 
'lie board of fire u, '.urwrlters, which 
total estimate of -aid equipment was 
$ 21 , 000 . 

Tlie matter of the extension of 
Orange venue and its relation to the 
Improvements on the 20 acre park site 
was then discussed and it was the con¬ 
census of opinion of those present that 
provision should be made to provide 
at tile present time for a sub-grade, 
which it was estimated would cost ap¬ 
proximately $10,001'.

Two entire pages, stating authentic 
facts and figures and witli many il¬ 
lustrations constitute the publicity. 
There is a splendid relief map show¬ 
ing the position of South Han Fran¬ 
cisco in relation to the city of San 
Francisco and to tlie water front and 
industrial area of the great peninsula. 

Other views show portions of the 
manufacturing district, while (he spe¬ 
cial articles prepared by Manager 
Thompson of the chamber of com¬ 
merce and others add greatly to the 
value of these two pages. There also 
is a mup showing the business and 
residential districts, with the civic 
center and the three public parks. 

In order to secure these two pages 
of publicity, the sura required, in ad¬ 
dition to the appropriation from the 
city, wus augmented by the manufac¬ 
turing concerns and public spirited 
citizens.

Hearing to Be Held on 

Tuesday, October 20

The board has been notified that 
the hearing before the railroad com¬ 
mission in connection with the under¬ 
pass at South San Francisco in con 
nection with the Hayshore Highway 
will be held before Commissioner 
Squires in the State Building, San 
Francisco, on Tuesday, October 20. 
Mayor McNeills suggested that in ad¬ 
dition to the board of trustees, every 
citizen that can possibly attend on this 
Important occassion be present. 

The hearing will be held with the 
Southern Pacific railroad, under whose 
tracks the underpass will be con¬ 
structed. 

No Further Criticism 

Is Warranted 

A communication was received from 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com¬ 
pany at the regular meeting of the 
board of trustees on Tuesday night 
stating that In reference to the Fifth 
Avenue crossing that this had been 
satisfactorily attended to so far as the 
company was concerned and that the 
situation invites no further criticism. 


When the citizens’ committee of one 
hundred meetH in the city hall on Mon¬ 
day evening next it will have the fol¬ 
lowing suggestions from the executive 
committee to consider and upon the 
recommendations of this general com¬ 
mittee will probably be based the total 
of the bond Issue which it is proposed 
to submit to the taxpayers. The sug¬ 
gestions made by the executive com¬ 
mittee will entail, if carried out, an 
expenditure of $115,265, made up as 
follows: Fire equipment and fire¬ 
house, $61,000; complete Improvement 
of civic center, $21,125; complete Im¬ 
provement of park near Martin 
School, $7,290; initial work on park 
site adjoining Acacia and Eucalyptus 
avenues, $2,100; initial work on 20- 
acre park site, including baseball park, 
$13,750; extending Orange Avenue, 
with sub-grade and culvert protec¬ 
tion. $10,000. 

The executive committee seemed to 
be of the opinion that provisions 
should be made to provide for a sub- 
grade on the extension of Orange Ave¬ 
nue and the necessary culverts to pro¬ 
tect It, at an estimated cost of $10,000. 

Mr. Hoff of the West Coast Nursery 
recommended the following program 
for the development of the three park 
sites: 

(1) In carrying out the development 
of (lie various parks hereiu above out¬ 
lined, we recommend that the civic 
center be given first consideration and 
its development carried out to com¬ 
pletion. 

(2) We recommend further (hat the 
Olive Avenue park be given second 
consideration. The total cost of this 
development is only $7,291), und It 
would be more efficient to execute the 
entire undertaking at one time than 
It would be to break It up into units. 
However, if the grade along the boule¬ 
vard is not definitely established, it 
would be advisable to postpone the in¬ 
stallation of the lawn until such grade 
is finally established. 

(3) For next consideration we would 
suggest the park on Acacia and Euca¬ 
lyptus avenues. In this development 
we recommend that the area outlined 
in yellow crayon on <iur blue print be 
executed in conjunction with the other 
recommendations above. In this case, 
also, we are assuming that all grades 
will be established and streets put 
through so as to utilize soil for cuts 
and fills. We estimate this develop¬ 
ment to cost $2,100. Lawn is with¬ 
held for later consideration, but the 
necessary piping is included in this 1 
estimate. 

(4) In the development of the park,. 
Orange and Railroad avenues, we 
have outlined in yellow the area which 
should be given consideration In con¬ 
nection with the above development. 
The work included is the entire beau-1 
tlficatlon by shrubbery and lawn in- ! 
stallation in the westerly half of this 
park. We have included, also, com-j 
plete installation in this area, walks ; 
and lawn for baseball field. We be- ! 
lleve that the completion of this base-! 
ball field will immediately provide 
recreation for the community, which 
is. In our opinion, very desirable. Uy 
installing the baseball field and sur¬ 
rounding planting and walks, we are 
In no way interfering with the future 
development of the remaining section 
of the park. Unquestionably the peo¬ 
ple of the community would enjoy the 
development of tfie baseball area even 
though the rest of the park is not 
completed for some time In the future. 
The cost of the development of the 
westerly half of this park we estimate 
to be $13,750. 

Public interest and especially that 
of the big taxpayers naturally cen¬ 
ters around the proposed civic im¬ 
provements in South San Francisco 
for which a bond Issue will have to be 
provided. It might be well at this time 
to point out the following interesting 
facts, as given to the committee of 
citizens who are investigating civic 
improvements, by Manager it*. R. 
Thompson of the chamber of com¬ 
merce, chairman of the general com¬ 
mittee of one hundred; 

"Your chairman wishes to point out 
that the present bonds issued by the 
city total $205,000, against an assess¬ 
ment of $4,500,000, and that the bond¬ 
ing limit of the city is $675,000, which 
is 15 per cent of the above assessed 
value, thus leaving South San Fran¬ 
cisco a present bonding ability ot 
$460,000. The Issuance of bonds to 
take care of the suggested improve¬ 


ments would still leave us much un¬ 
der our bonding limit.”

grade und culvert, $10,000; total ot 
civic center, parks and Orange Ave¬ 
nue, $351,055. Grand total of all im¬ 
provements under consideration, 
$412,055. 

The executive committee seemed ot 
the opinion that the Improvement ot 
the civic center should be carried out 
in its entirety at the estimated cost of 
$21,125. 

Those present, however, seemed to 
think that the undertaking of a civic 
auditorium at this time was beyond 
the financial ability of the community. 
This improvement, it was thought, 
could well be held in abeyance and 
be provided at some future time when 
warranted by the ability of the city 
and when the demand for same be¬ 
came more insistent.

In the current issue of Collier’s Joseph P. Day, conceded 
to be the world’s greatest real estate salesman, and who is 
credited with having sold a billion dollars worth of real estate 
from coast to coast, says in commencing his able article: “There 
is one word of advice that I should like to give every young man 
and woman contemplating marriage and the family responsi¬ 
bility which marriage rightfully entails; that is: GET YOUR 
OWN HOME AND KEEP IT!’’ 

We heartily endorse this advice, for economically, home 
ownership is the best possible beginning for married life. Then, 
again, home owning has a more far reaching effect than the 
average person realizes. The good old song, “Home, Sweet 
Home,’’ has not the genuine appeal to the family living in a 
rented house; it has practically no appeal to the family living 
in an apartment, and it becomes more or less of a mockery to 
the family or individual living in a hotel.

Instead of an early breakfast and rushing for the car or train 
which takes him to his work, he can, if he so desires, work a 
little in his OWN garden at his OWN home while wifie pre¬ 
pares breakfast. He can play and romp with his children and 
get better acquainted with his family, ( 

The children, too, with every bit as good school facilities 
as those obtainable in the city and with practically unlimited 
playgrounds instead of busy streets, will be more healthy and 
more content. Then, again, an employee owning his own home 
in the community in which he is employed is, on the average, 
more highly valued by the employer. 

Socially, the advantage of home ownership becomes a big 
factor. It tends to bring the family, and especially the wage 
earner of the family, into better environments. Home owning 
is a certificate of respect. Many a man has been advanced in 
the community by his employer, by the banker and by promi¬ 
nent citizens generally by the answering in the affirmative of 
this one question: “Do you own your own home?”

Over the entrance to the principal 
mine of u lead company in Arizona 
bungs a portrait of ’’Antonio, the 
Cave Finder,” un employee who roams 
about the underground passage puff¬ 
ing cigarettes, says Popular Meclmn- 
ics Magazine. He keeps close watch 
of the smoke us It drifts away, und 
if he sees It disappearing through 
tiny breuks in the rock formation, 
the workings are extended In that 
direction, which often leads to Inner 
euves, rich in ore. Minerals in this 
region seem to have been deposited 
in cavities which lie In an approxi¬ 
mately horizontal plane. The mine 
Is said to huve been enlarged by 
more than half a mile In this manner.

New Lines Mean Expenditure 
of $38,000,000; Protection 
of Investment Necessary 


Southern Pacific Company’s plans 
for railroad development In southern 
Oregon and northern California and 
its views with respect to the proposed 
entry of the Oregon Trunk Hallway 
into this territory, as developed from 
authoritative Southern Pacific sources, 
were printed at Klamath Falls, Ore¬ 
gon, September 2. The News article 
in part is as follows:

The 
new lines proposed under these plans 
give a direct route for through traffic 
from southern Oregon, northern Cali¬ 
fornia, western Oregon and the North 
Pacific Coast generally via Klamath 
Falls to the east through Ogden. They 
give the timber districts tributary to 
Klamath Fails railroads that will 
bring logs and lumber of southern 
Oregon and northern California to 
this city. Likewise, these lines will 
develop the agricultural regions of 
this same section. Briefly then, a 
comprehensive plan has been adopted 
that gives all the necessary local 
service for the development of north¬ 
ern California and southern Oregon 
and ties in therewith a direct railway 
service to all the markets of the 
United States that may be made tribu¬ 
tary to the Klamath Falls section, and 
In this construction of new lines 
Klamath Falls is the center. 

Steps Taken by S. P. 

To this end the Southern Pacific 
has taken the following steps: 

First, finishing construction of the 
Natron cutoff, as a through line 
which will be done by midsummer of 
next year at an expense of approxi¬ 
mately I23.UOO.OOO, in addition to 
money already Invested In the 
Klamath Falls - Kugene - Oakrldge 
branches. 

Second, the acquisition, subject to 
the approval of the Interstate com¬ 
merce commission, of all the common 
slock ami the bonds of the Nevada- 
CaliforolaOregon Hallway, extending 
from Wendel, California, near Susan- 
vllle, 1.16 miles northward to Lako- 
view, Oregon. 

Third, acquisition of an Interest in 
the Oregon. California and Eastern 
Hallway (the Strahorn line), subject 
to the approval of the Interstate com¬ 
merce commission, which assures the 
necessary financial support to extend 
theHe lines eastward to the I.akeview 
district and northeast into Silver Lake 
district, with a branch up the Wil¬ 
liamson river. Mr. Strahorn already 
having made applications to cover 
these extensions.

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Fourth, construction of a line 
through the Tule Lake baHln 40 miles 
from Klamath Falls to Cornell, serv¬ 
ing the agricultural development in 
that section. 

Fifth, such further construction as 
will be necessary in connection with 
one of the previously named projects 
to give a direct route from Klamath 
Falls east, and by "direct" Is meant a 
line at least 200 miles shorter than 
the present line through the Sacra¬ 
mento valley In California. 

Sixth, centering of these lines In 
Klamath Falls and establishment of a 
district terminal here with estimated 
payroll well In excess of 31,000,000 a 
year, which will grow as traffic grows. 

In addition to the 323,000,000 ex¬ 
pended upon the Natron cutoff, 319,- 
000,000 more will be required to carry 
out the Southern Pacific plans us 
announced. This means that it must 
develop sufflclenly new earnings in 
connection with operating savings that 
it may make because of a shorter 
route east from the northwest, to 
Justify the new Investment of soma 
338,000,000. 

System Comprehensive 

The Southern Pacific states that Its 
system Is comprehensive and designed 
to meet every development need In 
this section. It opposes the entry of 
the Oregon Trunk Line Into this ter¬ 
ritory because It does not believe suf¬ 
ficient truffle can be developed to sup¬ 
port the parallel and competing in¬ 
vestments thut would result througli 
construction of the Oregon Trunk 
Neither railroad can carry out any of 
its plan In part or whole except with 
the permission of the interstate com¬ 
merce commission. The commission 
Is holding a hearing In Portland Oc¬ 
tober 1 upon these various applica¬ 
tions. 

The Southern Pacific’s plans for this 
section between 1012 and 1022 were 
suspended through no fuult of Its own. 
During this entire period an attack 
was made through the courts upon Its 
holdings of the Central Pacific and 
effort made to make it sell its inter¬ 
ests In the Central Pacific. As the lino 
to Ogden and the lines to northern 
California were largely of Ccntrul Pa¬ 
cific ownership, obviously nothing 
could be done until that question was 
disposed of. As soon as the inter¬ 
state commerce commission did finally 
dispose of It by sustaining the claim 
of tho Southern Pacific to Its owner¬ 
ship, work was actively begun upon 
the Natron cutoff, to put the Klamath 
Fulls section on the through trunk 
line between tho North Pacific Coast 
and California, and more recently. It 


was announced that the Southern Pa¬ 
cific’s further plans, made many years 
ago, for Bervlng this territory, in- 
; eluding u direct line to the east, would 
i be carried out promptly. 

During all of this time, from 1914 
on, the Oregon Trunk, terminating at 
Bend, 148 miles north of Klamath 
Falls, unhampered by any legal dlffl- 
' cutties, diil not see Its way clear to 
make any extension southward Into 
this territory. No action was taken 
until the Southern Pacific had In¬ 
vested a sum running Into many mll- 
■ lions In furtherance of Its plans and 
hud announced the main features of 
Its proposed construction. 

The Southern Pacific points out that 
there Is no more reason for the Ore¬ 
gon Trunk coming southward Into this 

territory than there is for the South¬ 
ern Pacific to build into Bend, the 
timber products being of the same 
nature, while the agricultural prod¬ 
ucts of southern Oregon and northern 
California in much the larger part 
find their markets on Southern Pacific 
lines. To extend the Southern Pa¬ 
cific lines to Bend or the Oregon 
Trunk Into Klamath territory simply 
means hauling timber products for a 
longer distance than Is necessary, 
bringing both the rail lines and the 
mills Into an undesirable and not a 
constructive competition. 

As to distance to eastern mar¬ 
kets, the Southern Pacific points out 
i hut Its line, as projected from 
Klamath Falls via Ogden, will be 
shorter than the Oregon Trunk In 
; connection with Its parent companies 
j to all eastern territories south of and 
Including parts of South Dakota. Mlu- 
j nesota and the major part of Wls 
I cousin, nearly all of the United States 
east of the Hock lea. 

Would Jeopardise Investment 

The Southern Pacific apposes the 
common user theory, which has been 
to some extent publicly promoted as a 
means of giving the Oregon Trunk 
access to Klamath Falls over the 
Natron line of the Southern Pacific, 
on the ground thut no ruilroad should 
lie permitted to Jeopardise the invest¬ 
ments of another by use of latter’s 
invested capital In facilities and thus 
enable it to come in without capital 
investment and share the business of 
tlie pioneer line, putting Itself in po¬ 
sition of picking or choosing whut 
part of a line or what part of tho 
facilities of its neighbor It inay desire 

Ttie Southern Pacific points out that 
the Oregon Trunk has proposed two 
j lines, one closely paralleling Its 
Natron cutoff or Involving the coin 
, mon use of the Natron cutoff, which 
from newspaper reports, but not from 
any authoritative statements. It is 
proper to suy has been apparently 
1 abandoned; the other the line coming 
down from Bend almost to Natron cut- 
' off, but not so fur but what it would 
deprive that line of a great deal of 
traffic, and then at Its southern end 
paralleling the existing, as well as 
some of the projected, lines of the 
Strahorn system, to the very great 
detriment of the latter. 

Should lie Protected 

The Southern Pacific feels that it 
must point out, us a business insti¬ 
tution, It Is obliged to look forward 
to u fair return within a reasonable 
time upon the money it Invests and 
it may be obliged to modify Its plans 
very radically If it fails to secure ap¬ 
proval of them as a whole by the In¬ 
terstate commerce commission, since

each line therein is to such a great 
extent interdependent upon the others; 
or if the Oregon Trunk Is permitted 
to compete with its proposed lines to 
such an extent as would make doubt¬ 
ful tlie prospect for fair return upon 
money to be Invested. At the best, 
with all the traffic that can be de¬ 
veloped In this section, the Southern 
Pacific can only conclude that It will 
be some years, even with the most vig¬ 
orous co-operation by the railroad and 
this section, before It can expect a 
reasonable return on Its new invest¬ 
ment of 338.000.000. as pointed out by 
the chairman of its board, Mr. llenry 
W. de Forest.
